
Tributes paid to 
crash death dad 


HEARTFELT tributes 
have been paid to a 
father-of-two and 
keen sportsman who 
was killed when he 
was involved in a 
tragic road accident. 

Jim Burns, 43, suffered 
fatal injuries when he 
was involved in a 
collision with three 
vehicles on the A142 
Witchford Road in Ely. 

The incident happened as 
Mr Burns was walking close 
to the roundabout at 
Lancaster Way Business Park 
at about 12.15am on Sunday. 

Mr Burns, who lived in 
Witchford with his wife 
Felicity and two young 
children, Joshua and Elbe, 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

His death has devastated 
his family and friends, 
including members of the 
many local sports clubs and 
organisations he was in¬ 
volved with. 

A statement from Mr 
Burns’s family said: “Jim was 
a devoted father and loving 
husband. 

“He was a huge character 
known to everyone for his 
outgoing and enthusiastic 
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outlook on life. 

“He touched so many 
people’s lives with his love of 
and contribution to sports.” 

Mr Burns was a popular 
member of Ely Tigers Rugby 
Club, where he played and 
coached youngsters. 

He was also chairman of 
Littleport Badminton Club, a 
keen footballer and popular 
face at Littleport Leisure 
Centre, where he was an ex¬ 
committee member. 

Andy Rutterford, a close 
friend of Mr Burns and 
manager of the leisure centre, 
said: “Words cannot describe 
how gutted we all feel. 

“Jim was a small guy about 
5ft 4ins, but he had a massive 
personality and was 
extremely popular. 

“He and I had only been 
fishing together last Thur¬ 
sday. He was a fantastic 
friend of mine and many 
others, and I am missing him 
terribly already. 

“We would like to offer our 
sincere condolences to his 
wife, children, and other 
family.” 

Mark Mitzman, president 
of Ely Tigers Rugby Club, said: 
“Jim has been a friend of the 


club for many years and has 
both played and coached for 
us. 

“He was a highly valuable 
and respected member of our 
team and the effects of his 
loss are being felt by his 
fellow coaches and the 
under-13s team, who he has 
been coaching this season. 

“During his time at the 
club, his dedication and 
selfless nature was always 
something that many others 
could only hope to attain and 
all who knew him regarded 
him with great respect and 
admiration. 

“Jim was a remarkable man 
and all of us are all better 
people for having known 
him. 

“He will be greatly missed 
and our thoughts and prayers 
at this most difficult of times 
are with Jim’s family.” 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses of the collision to 
contact them immediately. 

A grey Volvo V50, silver Fiat 
Ulysse and a blue Honda 
Civic were involved in the 
incident. None of the 
vehicles’ occupants suffered 
any injuries.

The centre closed about three 
years ago but was then bought by 
Littleport Parish Council, which 
was determined for it not to be 
bulldozed or turned into housing. 

Since then, a major renovation 
project costing around £100,000 
has been under way and now the 
centre is ready to hire. 

Funding was provided by the 


parish council and an organisation 
called The Fens Adventurers. 

Derek Timbers, a local resident 
who has been helping others with 
the project, said: “Saturday was 
an absolutely marvellous 
occasion. 

“The hall was jam-packed with 
people of all generations and it 
was clear to see that everyone is 
delighted to see the centre re¬ 
opened. We now need to make the 
most of what we have and start to 
use it so that it can stay in the 
village for years to come.” 

Parish councillor Fred Brown 
cut the ribbon on the day and Mike 
Carter, from The Fens Adventurers, 


spoke about what the organisation 
does in the area. 

It was hoped Edna James, aged

School teacher, would have been 
able to attend the ceremony, but ill 
health prevented her.

Shoppers give 
nod to Tesco 

‘Stuck-in-a-rut’ traders are told to up their game 


TRADERS and shop¬ 
keepers may be in uproar 
over proposals to build a 
larger Tesco store in Ely - 
but residents appear to be 
backing the plans. 

Last week, the supermarket 
giant revealed it is working with 
developers to relocate its store in 
Angel Drove and increase the 
services it provides. 

Developer Healy Investments 
wants to build a new out-of- 
town retail development at the 
northern end of Angel Drove, 
just beyond Sir James Black 
Road, for a number of new shops 
and restaurants, with one of the 
buildings occupied by Tesco. 

Both organisations said 
people should be excited about 
the project - however, Ely 
Traders’ Association (ETA) 
described it as a “Death Star 
development”. 

But many residents, having 
heard the news, say they would 
be “delighted” to see a new out- 
of-town retail development built 
in the city. 

People are even discussing 
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what facilities they would like to 
see built. 

Mark Harrington, of Beresford 
Road, Ely, said: “It’s all very well 
for the city centre traders to kick 
up a fuss about this but they will 
simply have to up their game. 

“We are now in the 21st 
century - yet Ely’s facilities are 
extremely behind. 

“I would be delighted to see an 
out-of-town development 
boasting a new, larger Tesco in 
Angel Drove. 

“If that development had a 
cinema, a bowling alley, a 
McDonald’s and a DIY store then 
even better. Let’s bring Ely into 
the modern times.” 

The proposals are still on the 
drawing board but both 
companies hope to stage a 
public exhibition before 
Christmas. 

Tesco says the scheme will 
create hundreds of new jobs and 
alleviate traffic congestion 
around the city’s notorious 
railway station area. 


It is also understood that 
Tesco will pump millions of 
pounds towards funding a 
southern bypass if the proposals 
are approved. 

Speaking last week, Andrew 
Olley, a spokesman for the ETA, 
said: “This Death Star devel¬ 
opment will orbit Ely and suck 
the people, the trade and the 
heart out of Ely life. 

“The district council seems 
intent on destroying all Ely high 
street trade.” 

But Alice Carder, of 
Longchamp Drive, said: “I don’t 
think this will affect the city 
centre shops at all. 

“If anything, it will encourage 
more people to Ely. The city 
centre traders need to realise 
that what Ely currently has to 
offer is not enough. 

“We need more out-of-town 
facilities such as a cinema, big 
supermarkets and big brand 
names to boost the city’s 
economy. 

“As ever, Tesco looks to the 
future whereas others just seem 
to be stuck in a rut.”

THIRTY-eight extra permanent 
travellers’ pitches will be 
needed in East Cambridgeshire 
in the next two decades. 

An independent study, 
carried out by Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s research 
group, found that 326 
additional permanent plots 
would be required in the entire 
Cambridge region by 2031. 


The figure includes 65 sites in 
the district which currently 
have temporary planning 
permission and could be made 
permanent or relocated. 

The study will be used to 
help plan development in the 
area. 

Cllr Mark Howell, the county 
council’s housing chief, said: 
“As East Cambridgeshire 


residents would expect, a full 
consultation will take place to 
make sure residents’ views are 
taken on board at an early stage 
as plans are developed.” 

South Cambridgeshire 
requires the most additional 
pitches, according to the study 
-114. 

The study concluded 53 
pitches would be needed in

Shutdown move 
sparks outrage 


A PRE-SCHOOL, an 
after-school club and 
community rooms on a 
council estate are set to 
close. 

Social housing provider 
Sanctuary Housing runs 
Barney Bears Pre-school, High 
Barns After School Club and 
parent and toddler groups at 
The Barns Community Rooms 
in High Barns, Ely. 

But the cash-strapped 
company has written to par¬ 
ents informing them that ah 
the childcare facilities will stop 
as of March 30 next year “due 
to economic and business 
reasons”. 

Parents of more than 100 
children who use the facilities 
are furious. 

One father, who did not 
want to be named, said: “My 
daughter attends Barney 
Bears. It’s a fantastic little pre- 
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school and the facilities 
provided at the community 
rooms are great. We are all 
outraged by this. 

“Sanctuary Housing must be 
able to find other ways to cut 
costs instead of getting rid of 
vital community facilities like 
what we have here in High 
Barns. 

“It’s going to have a 
devastating effect on a lot of 
families.” 

Another mother, whose son 
attends the after-school club, 
said: “These community 
rooms help to keep our 
children off the streets. 

“Sanctuary has run them for 
more than 15 years and then 
all of a sudden they just want 
to stop. 

“We won’t let them get away 
with it that easily.” 


John Grain, a spokesman for 
The Barns Community Voice, 
said: “I have heard that all the 
staff are going to be made 
redundant when everything’s 
closed. 

“The community rooms are 
a fantastic asset for our estate 
and are used by people of all 
ages. 

“To see them closed down 
would be extremely sad.” 

The letter from Sanctuary 
Housing says: “Sanctuary 
Group has made the decision 
to discontinue these services 
due to economic and business 
reasons. 

“We will endeavour to 
continue to deliver as full a 
service as possible up until 
this date.” 

Emma Keegan, regional 
director for Sanctuary, said: 
“We have a national pro¬ 
gramme of supporting com¬ 
munity facilities with the aim 


of them becoming sustainable 
and self-sufficient. 

“The current proposals are 
to create a new management 
structure outside Sanctuary 
and staff have been fully 
involved as part of the 
consultation process. 

“We will continue working 
with staff and stakeholders to 
find the best way forward.” 

A spokesman for Cambrid¬ 
geshire County Council said: 
“It is unfortunate that Barney 
Bears Pre-school has to close 
next year, but that is a decision 
for Sanctuary Housing. 

“Childcare places are 
desperately needed in the 
area, and the county council 
would like to see another pre¬ 
school open in its place. 

“However, talks are at an 
early stage and no firm 
decisions have yet been 
made.”

Spotlight 
on village 
history 

A COMMUNITY project is 
being launched in Littleport 
to explore the village’s history. 

The Family Adams Project 
will focus on IH Adams 
Ironmongers in the con¬ 
servation area and will bring 
together local people, 
schools, museums and artists 
to collect and preserve 
personal memories of the 
village. 

IH Adams, which is 
currently for sale, enjoyed an 
international role in the 
making of the world ice 
skating championships while 
selling all things domestic 
from screws and rivets, to 
paint brushes, pots and pans. 

The project has been 
awarded £49,000 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. It will 
see rarely-seen archive 
objects, photographs, letters 
and stories from the period 
1880-1930 used to provoke 
memories. 

They will then be shared 
and explored through film, 
photography, drama, a ‘living 
memory’ book and a scale 
model of the Adams shop. 

Robyn Llewellen, head of 
Heritage Lottery Fund East of 
England, said: “We at HLF are 
delighted to be able to 
support this project. 

“Spending time together 
and experiencing a sense of 
shared history can help bring 
communities closer together, 
and this is a particularly 
creative way of collecting and 
preserving the stories that 
have helped define the 
character of Litdeport.”

TURNING Ely’s Market 
Place into a car park has 
been blasted as a “daft 
idea” by worried residents. 

People insist it will spoil the city 
centre and are urging councillors 
to scrap the plan. 

As reported in the Weekly News 
last week, the East Cambridge¬ 
shire Conservative Group 
announced they were discussing 
fresh plans to introduce car 
parking charges in Ely, which 
include transforming the city’s 
market square into a car park. 

The Conservatives insist the 
market place is wasted space 
which could be used to provide 
much-needed parking spaces in 
the city. But residents have 
slammed the idea. 

Ted Coney, of Waterside, Ely, 
said: “Whether this is all part of a 
smoke-and-mirrors offensive to 
get their unpopular car parking 
charges through I am not sure, but 
I do know it would be a retrograde 
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step by the district council. 

“We need to cherish our open 
spaces, especially inside the city 
boundary, and be very aware that 
if we want to retain our status as a 
tourist attraction we need to keep 
the centre looking as people 
friendly as possible.” 

Pam McGrath, from Little 
Downham, said: “Only a few 
months ago, district councillors 
said how they wanted to spruce 
up the market square and make it 
more attractive. 

“Water features, benches and 
more planting were being 
discussed - but now they want to 
pack it full with cars. Yes, it would 
provide more parking spaces but it 
would also completely ruin the 
vibe of the city centre.” 

The Conservatives say “positive 
discussions” are taking place with 
Cambridgeshire County Council 


about “making the market square 
available for car parking”. 

District and County Cllr Bill 
Hunt, speaking on behalf of the 
group, said: “It is anticipated that 
this would work under the same 
rules as other on-street arrange¬ 
ments, and, like the High Street, 
would be limited to 30-minute 
parking and be free of charge. 

“Parking would therefore 
normally be available on all days 
expect for market days and during 
other special events.” 

The Conservatives and the Ely 
Traders’ Association (ETA) have 
met to discuss the fresh proposals, 
which also include introducing 
pre-pay permits in the city’s car 
parks. 

But the ETA and business 
owners are still concerned and 
insist any charges will kill off trade 
in the city. 

It follows an 11,000-signature 
petition against plans to force 
people to pay to park.

Tesco would 
devastate us 

Sir, an open letter, if I might, to Cllr 
Peter Moakes who I would like to 
urge, on behalf of the city’s workers 
and businesses, to make a statement 
which would explain how the district 
council intends to help protect Ely’s 
city centre. 

Last week was very worrying for 
anyone who cares about the future 
of Ely The news thatTescos plan to 
open a huge new Tesco Extra store 
and retail development in an out-of- 
town location sent a wave of alarm 
through all those who work in, or 
run businesses in what is at present 
a vibrant market town. 

There are well over 100 retailers in 
the city centre, and not one would be 
unaffected by the opening of such a 
store. The impact on some would be 
immediate and devastating. A huge 
increase in the range of the kind of 
non-food retail a store like this 
would bring (clothing, cosmetics, 
shoes, electrical goods, homeware, 
toys, cut-price books, stationery etc.) 
will hit some key shops very hard. 
Developers plan to surround this 
huge store with other retail outlets, 
restaurants and nearly 1,000 free 
parking spaces. The impact might be 
possible for the city to bear at a time 
when the economy is booming but 
this is not the case. 

Last week saw the announcement of 
very serious forecasts about the 
economy, while Ely’s retailers are 
already braced against the effect of a 
new Sainsbury’s who have begun to 
push to increase their range of non¬ 
food retail. A Sainsbury’s which will 
boast nearly 500 free parking spaces. 
Introducing parking charges at the 
same time as allowing these 
developments will be devastating. 

Ely shoppers will go to the free car 
parks. Shoppers who travel to our 
city will come less frequently, or use 
other more competitively priced 
centres. 

At our recent public meeting, 
evidence was presented from Forest 
Heath council that footfall dropped 
20% in Newmarket when a charge of 
just 50p for two hours was 
introduced. And that was in a very 
different economic climate. 

At our meeting with Conservative 
councillors last week we gave very 
detailed feedback on proposals to 
charge for parking. We urged that 
councillors consider the effect of any 
charge, given the incredible hold 
that supermarkets are now exerting 
on Ely. We asked that councillors 
revisit the budget in light of these 
developments. 

It is already very difficult to fill key 
retail units in the city. What local 
businesses seek now is reassurance 
from the leader of the council on 
how the council intends to maintain 
the vibrancy of its city centre.

Headline hid the 
recycling issue 

Sir, the main thrust of your front 
page article (‘Wheelie bin cash 
spurned’, Weekly News, October 6) on 
recycling was, sadly, lost in the 
wheelie bin headline. While it makes 
a strong and contentious first 
impression, it hid the real issue of 


appalling recycling rates. 

I was actually quite careful in what I 
said about the situation in East 
Cambs. I believe that we should look 
closely at neighbouring authorities, 
all of which have a similar mix of 
urban and rural properties. All 
operate systems that prioritise 
recycling over residual waste using 
various methods. 

Typically this is in rigid containers 
but it is recognised that some types 
of property will need to be offered 
alternatives. No one wants to see 
streets littered with coloured plastic 
bins, properties without storage have 
obvious needs. 

However, it is true that our district 
was once the leader in recycling in 
the count. Now the other areas are 
nationally all in the top 40 and East 
Cambs is 198th out of 300 districts. 

I refuse to believe that our 
population is less interested in the 
issue, which leaves the collection 
system as the determining factor. 

I have no particular regard for 
wheeled bins, if a system can be 
devised that produces results 
without them, then I would welcome 
it. One option might be to change 
from fortnightly recycling to weekly, 
with a corresponding change to the 
black bag collection in the other 
direction.

Rethink urged 
over mosque 


OUSTED council leader 
Fred Brown is being urged 
to sell property he owns to 
the Littleport Society rather 
than Ely Muslims. 

Residents insist they have no 
dispute with the Muslims but that 
the society is desperate for space 
to exhibit local memorabilia and 
artefacts, and that one of Mr 
Brown’s shops would be ideal. 

Mr Brown, former leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
owns several properties in the 
village which are for sale, 
including his shops, Astarte Brides 
and Clarkes Menswear, both in 
Main Street. 

Last month, Mr Brown 
announced the properties would 
be “ideal” for Ely Muslims to 
convert into a prayer centre and 
said he wanted to meet with 
members to discuss the 
possibility. 

But the idea has caused some 
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residents concern. One resident, 
who did not want to be named, 
said: “I have absolutely no 
problem with the Ely Muslims but 
I just don’t think Littleport is 
suitable for a prayer centre for 
them. Surely Ely is where it should 
be built. 

“The Littleport Society is 
currently hunting high and low for 
places it can store and exhibit its 
thousands and thousands of 
records and pieces of local history. 

“I think one of Mr Brown’s shops 
would be ideal - plus he’d be 
giving something back to the 
village.” 

Another resident said: “If Mr 
Brown is so keen to help why 
doesn’t he come to the aid of the 
Littleport Society? 

“The society has worked so hard 
over the years and has accum¬ 
ulated so much memorabilia that 


they are desperate for somewhere 
to keep it. He ought to offer them 
one of his shops.” 

Grenville Goodson, chairman of 
the society, added: “We are 
actively looking for premises and 
would be interested in anything 
anyone, including Mr Brown, 
could offer." 

Speaking to the Weekly News last 
month, Mr Brown said he wanted 
to show the Muslims around the 
building he has in mind. 

It was earlier this year that the 
Ely Muslims, who currently meet 
each week at the Paradise Centre 
in Ely, announced that they 
wanted to build a miniature 
mosque in the city. 

Mr Brown said: “The premises I 
have in mind have been on the 
market for several months now.

Residents’ 
fake speed 
camera bid 


FRUSTRATED residents fed-up 
with motorists speeding through 
their village have taken matters 
into their own hands - by putting 
up their own fake speed camera. 

Families in Wicken say speeding is a 
“major issue” and that many drivers are 
flouting the 30mph speed limit through 
the main stretch of the village, along the 
A1123. 

Despite a small group of residents 
running their own Speedwatch scheme to 
try to crack down on speeding motorists, 
it continues to be a problem. 

So much so that a false speed camera 
made from a yellow-painted wooden box 
and silver tinfoil has been put up on a 
telegraph pole at the side of the A1123 to 
trick passing drivers into slowing down. 

The ‘camera’ has been outside the 
home of lason and Melanie Clarke, 
although it was expected to move to 
outside one of their neighbour’s houses. 

Residents are regularly moving it 
around so that motorists continue to be 
surprised.

Landmarks cash boost 


UNCLAIMED grants are 
to be spent on the dis¬ 
trict’s most at-risk listed 
buildings. 

Bosses at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC) 
have decided to use the total 
sum of unclaimed historic 
grants, currently £7,073. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, ECDC 
leader, said the money would 
initially target Grade I and II 
buildings that feature on the 
National Buildings at Risk 
Register or are struggling 
community assets, such as 
tourist attractions or com¬ 


munity facilities. 

“Many of these are 
landmark buildings in their 
local communities and it is 
important that they are 
preserved for the future,” he 
added. 

There are currently four 
listed buildings on the 
National Buildings at Risk 
Register, including Grade II 
listed Downfield Windmill and 
Northfield Windmill, both in 
Soham. 

Grade I listed Dovecote, at St 
fohn Farm, in St fohns Road, 
Ely, is also on the register, as is 
Grade II listed Steven’s Mill in 


Mill Close, Burwell. 

A further 15 Grade II listed 
buildings are to be included on 
a Local at Risk Register being 
produced by the council’s 
conservation officer. 

The council says the money 
will be shared between the 
four most at-risk buildings. 

Cllr Moakes said: “During 
times of financial hardship 
and ever-decreasing public 
funds, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult for 
owners of vulnerable buildings 
to undertake expensive 
repairs. 

“The grant scheme is not 


intended to remove the 
obligations of owners to carry 
out necessary repairs and 
maintenance. 

“However, it can, if targeted 
correctly, help to ease the 
burden of expensive works and 
help to secure the long-term 
preservation of buildings. 

“The council is keen to 
support the preservation of 
historic assets and even a 
small contribution can ensure 
that larger funding can 
become available.”

Cuts on hold 
for fire teams 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S frontline 
fire service has escaped further 
cuts until next year. 

Cambridgeshire and Peterborough Fire 
Authority has agreed to defer some of the 
key decisions on Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service’s (CFRS) budget cuts until 
February 

The authority insists the real financial 
picture will be clearer in February. It 
means Ely, Soham and Littleport fire 
stations are safe from cuts until then. 

CFRS bosses and the fire authority met 
last Wednesday to discuss the service’s 
recommendations to find the £4.2m to 
£6m it needs to save over the next four 
years. 

The budget cuts paper included 
updates on the work that has been carried 
out since the fire authority meeting in 
May and provided further recommen¬ 
dations following the second phase of 
feasibility studies. 

Roy Pegram, chairman of the fire 
authority, said: “The authority has agreed 
to postpone decisions that could impact

on the level of service CFRS provides to 
the public until more is known about the 
financial situation the service is facing. 

“CFRS has already identified £4.2m cuts 
that will have minimal impact on service 
delivery, and this was approved by the fire 
authority last May. 

“If it transpires that the savings the 
service needs to make is closer to £6m, 
the fire authority will have to make some 
very difficult decisions that could impact 
the public, decisions we will only make if 
we really have to.” 

The service says the reason why the 
financial picture is so unclear at the 
moment is due to a variety of factors, 
namely the amount the fire service will 
receive from Government, but also infla¬ 
tion and council tax base growth rate. 

The service says it should have a clearer 
understanding next month when the 
Government completes its annual 
spending review.

RESIDENTS who are most at risk of 
developing serious complications from flu 
are being urged get free flu jabs. 

NHS Cambridgeshire is advising people 
over the age of 65 to get a flu jab every 
year. Under-65s who suffer from chronic 
respiratory diseases, heart disease, 
diabetes, kidney or liver disease and 
pregnant women are also being urged to 
get the jab. 

Dr Lincoln Sargeant, consultant in 
public health medicine with NHS 
Cambridgeshire, said: “All at-risk residents, 
including pregnant women, are being 
offered the flu vaccine to protect them 
from contracting a potentially serious 
infection. 

“A bad bout of flu is much worse than a 
heavy cold. Flu symptoms include fever, 
chills, headaches, aching muscles, cough 
and sore throat. These come on suddenly 
and sometimes severely.”

PLUMES of smoke will drift 
over the countryside when 
a steam train makes a rare 
visit to Ely this winter.

The train could even be hauled 
by the most appropriate 
locomotive of all - Britannia Class 
70013 Oliver Cromwell.

ments to Ely’s city centre. 

ECDC leader Peter Moakes 
said: “I think anyone who walks, 
cycles, drives or catches a bus in 
Ely will soon see a difference 
thanks to this money. 

“When developers identify an 
area to build houses, offices or 
shops they have to make a 
contribution to help assimilate 
the development into the 
community through a fund 
which is called a Section 106 
agreement. 

“People often ask what 
happens to this money and 
whether communities really do 
benefit. 

“The money will help us not 
only identify any transport issues 
which may arise from the new 
store but we want the bulk of the 
money to pay for any improve¬ 
ments which need to be made to 


the transport network in Ely.” 

The projects will be taken 
forward in partnership with 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
and Sainsbury’s. 

Cllr Moakes insists the projects 
will be not be affected by the 
recent decision by the council’s 
planning committee to refuse 
planning permission for a 
number of changes to the design 
of the proposed supermarket. 

He said: “This is not just about 
cars as the work will look at how 
to make life easier for pedestrians 
and cyclists, too. 

“We also believe the Ely shuttle 
bus, which will also be funded 
through Section 106 money, will 
have an immediate impact on the 
city, providing much-needed 
linkages across the city without 
the need to get in the car. 

“We hope that this significant 
investment in our transport 
infrastructure will benefit many 
people in the years to come.”

Conservation areas have specific 
impacts on houses, new buildings, and 
signage.

O NE of J B Priestley’s five ‘time 
plays’, and perhaps his most 
famous work, An Inspector 
Calls , returns to the Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week. 

Written during the dying days of the Second 
World War, An Inspector Calls finds Priestley 
casting back to an Edwardian age of innocence 
and exploring the fault-lines running through the 
lives of a seemingly respectable northern family. 

It’s a description that applies equally well to 
other plays in the Priestley canon, including Eden 
End , which enjoyed a successful run at the Arts 
Theatre during the summer. 

So what was it that kept drawing Priestley back 
to his own past to those much eulogised summer 
days before the back of Europe was broken by the 
First World War? 

“He once said that if he wrote a contemporary 
piece, it was very difficult not to make it 
journalistic,” says Tom Priestley, 80, the only son 
among JB Priestley’s five children. 

“But it’s true that for him pre-1914 was his 
youth, which in a sense was destroyed by his 
experiences in the trenches in France. So he had a 
kind of affection for that particular period.” 

Tom believes his father’s interest in time-travel 
was driven by his belief there was more to life 
than the here and now. “I consider him a religious 
man, although he wasn’t party to any particular 
faith. He believed there was another side to life 
beyond getting up, going to work and shopping. 
And at a time when science was very much 
coming to the fore I think he found the theories 
about time gave him, let’s say, a new look at life.” 
Born in Bradford in 1894, John Boynton ‘Jack’ 



Priestley rose from humble beginnings as a junior 
clerk in a wool office to become one of the most 
celebrated writers of the 20th century. For a time, 
his plays fell out of favour, until a pre-Hollywood 
Stephen Daldry rescued An Inspector Calls from 
its quiet dotage as a staple of the village am-dram 
circuit with his electrifying 1992 National Theatre 
revival - the version that continues to play to 
packed houses up and down the country today.

N EXT Thursday, the Cambridge 
Com Exchange will launch its 
latest Classical Concert Series 
with a visit from the distinguished Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra.

BRITISH director Paul WS 
Anderson turns to the 3D format for 
his old-fashioned reworking that 
relies heavily on sword play to keep 
our pulses racing. 

The cast members look fierce, 
duelling with their blades in slow- 
motion, and the body count is 
impressively high, albeit without a 
drop of spilt blood to ensure the 
family-friendly 12A classification.

deflowered the Queen. 

With time running out before King 
Louis declares war against the 
British, the Musketeers and their 
new recruit declare: “All for one, one 
for all” and hatch a plan of their own 
to foil Richelieu and restore the 
lustre of the Queen’s reputation. 

The Three Musketeers is a jolly 
romp, plying comedy, action and 
romance with a healthy dose of 
skulduggery and heaving bosoms. 
Lerman is a likeable hero in training, 
adept with his blade but woefully 
outclassed at wooing maidens. 

The 3D is largely redundant but will 
doubtless be employed in a sequel, 
set up teasingly by the cliff-hanger 
coda.

Promoting core values

A S apple growers enjoy 
their best crop for a 
decade - thanks to this 
year’s cold winter and damp 
summer - orchards are hosting 
apple festivals and events 
across the country this month, 
where the public can learn 
more about the different 
varieties and glean advice on 
how to grow their favourites. 

Among those celebrating the harvest 
is Brogdale Farm in Kent, home of the 
National Fruit Collection and host to 
the UK’s largest apple festival on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Brogdale grows a staggering 2,200 
varieties, of which more than 500 will 
be on display. 

One of the most important things to 
consider when buying an apple tree for

your garden is its rootstock, says 
Michael Austen, a guide at Brogdale 
and experienced apple grower. 

“The first thing is to consider how 
much room you have and then check 
what rootstock the young tree is on. If 
you have a small space go for the 
dwarfing rootstocks like M9 or M27, 
while if you have plenty of room you 
could go for an M25 rootstock.” 

Most suburban situations provide 
good pollen due to the close proximity 
of other gardens and it’s not always 
necessary to have pollinators if the bees 
and other pollinating insects are 
generous with their visits. 

There are some self-fertile varieties 
but others need a plant partner and you 


need to take heed of pollination groups. 
If you don’t have a neighbouring apple 
tree, select two varieties in the same 
group or the adjoining group. For 
instance, group 2 and 4 will pollinate 
group 3 as will any others in group 3. 

“Buy a young tree, between one and 
two years old. The rootstock number 
should be marked on the label and if it 
isn’t, don’t buy, because the rootstock 
controls the size of the tree,” says Mr 
Austen. “Any good nursery will tell you 
what rootstock the tree is on. 

“Don’t go for a tree older than two 
years because the older the tree, the 
more risk there is when you plant it. 
Young trees tend to grow quicker than 
older ones.” 


Bare-rooted trees should be planted 
between the end of November and the 
beginning of March, but avoid planting 
during frosty weather or when the 
ground is waterlogged. 

Pot-grown trees can in theory be 
planted at any time of year, but in 
summer it will need well watering and 
should be treated as if it’s still in its pot. 

If you buy a tree that’s been in a 
container and find that it’s potbound 
when you remove it for planting, tease 
the roots open before planting it out, or 
the tree’s growth will be stunted. 

Apple trees like well-drained, fertile 
soil in a sunny spot, but don’t plant 
them in pure compost, Mr Austen 
advises. 

“Don’t dig the hole, put the tree in 
and fill it back up with compost. Mix 
some compost with the soil you’ve dug 
out. If you plant the tree in pure 
compost it will tend to dry out and the 
compost might be too strong.” 

If you have good soil, ideally mix 
some John Innes No 2 or 3 into the soil 
you’ve dug out and then fill in the hole, 
as this will help retain moisture. 

Of course, young apple trees will 
need staking, but take care how you do 
it. 

“All dwarfing trees will need a stake 
for the whole of their lives. The more 
vigorous rootstocks will need to be 
staked for the first five years and after 
that the rootstocks should be strong 


enough to hold the tree up. 

“Put the stake on the windward side 
of the tree, so that the wind is blowing 
the tree away from the stake.” 

If all goes well, you should be 
harvesting your first fruits in the third 
year after planting, building up to 
producing a full crop by the fifth or 
sixth year, says Mr Austen. 

Easy trees, which tend to be fairly 
disease-resistant and produce good 
crops, include Red Falstaff, Red 
Windsor and Greensleeves, he says, as 
well as Egremont Russet, which is good 
for organic growing. 

There are fears for the future of 
traditional English apple varieties, 
which are in decline due to a lack of 
consumer demand for home-grown 
varieties. 

To help reverse the trend, Copella, 
working with The National Trust, has 
launched a Plant & Protect campaign to 
raise awareness and encourage 
gardeners to return the English apple to 
its former glory. 

It has also teamed up with Thompson 
& Morgan, which is offering a range of 
English apple trees for your garden and 
advice on how to grow them. Full 
details can be found at www.copella 
fruitjuices. co. uk.

predicted to be on the 
way. 

September saw the value 
of four wheel drives begin 
to climb sharply, with 
prices now getting close to 
those seen in January and 
February this year. The 
average value for all 4x4s 
sold by BCA in September 
rose to £12,805 from 
£12,509 in August and 
£10,381 in July. 

September recorded the 
second highest average 
4x4 value so far this year 
and there is every 
indication that values will 
rise further in the colder 
months ahead. Tim Naylor 
from BCA believes anyone 
in the market for a 4x4

would be wise to buy now, 
especially as last year’s 
early snowfall caught out 
many people. 

“For many motorists - 
particularly those living in 
rural or remote areas - a 
4x4 is becoming a 
necessity in winter, rather 
than a luxury,” said Naylor. 
“Although we had an 
unusually warm 
September, prices have 
already started rising and 
the first hint of snow and 
severe winter conditions 
could see significant 


demand for all-weather 
vehicles which will send 
values sky high.” 

So what should buyers 
be looking for? “When it 
comes to choosing a 4x4, 
buyers should look for a 
high specification vehicle 
to ensure it retains its 
value,” continued Tim 
Naylor. “Alloys, leather 
interior, aircon and sat-nav 
all add value. Buyers also 
like ‘rugged’ accessories, 
such as mounted 
spotlights and a roof bar, 
and these accessories can 
drive prices up too. 

“Performance and torque 
could also be important for 
future buyers and diesels 
are generally more popular 
although petrol does well 
as long as the mileage isn’t 
too high. 

“But absolutely essential 
is ensuring the vehicle has 
a comprehensive up to 
date service history,” 
Naylor concluded.

‘Priced off the road’: Cost 
of Insurance stings young

ALMOST all young 
drivers feel they are 
being priced off the 
road by the cost of 
motor insurance, 
according to a new 
survey, writes Peter 
Woodman of PA News. 

As many as 21 per cent of 
these young motorists have 
considered driving without 
insurance, revealed the poll 
by the Young Marmalade 
insurance company in 
conjunction with the House 
of Commons Transport 
Committee. 

The committee’s chairman, 
Louise Ellman, said she was 
“extremely concerned” at the 
poll results. 

She added that she would 
be putting the results of the 
survey to ministers when they 
appear before the committee 
later today to give evidence in 
an inquiry into the cost of 
motor insurance. 

Among those appearing is 
former home secretary and 
justice secretary Jack Straw 

The poll of 1,127 young 
drivers showed that 96 per 
cent felt young drivers were 
being priced off the road, 
while 30 per cent had 
considered altering the 
information they provided to 
insurance firms in order to 
get a lower quote. 

More than half (57 per cent) 
were unaware that, after an 
accident, insurance firms 
often pass personal details to 
a solicitor, car hire firm or 
garage in return for a referral 
fee. 

Mrs Ellman (Lab, Liverpool 
Riverside) said: “I am 
extremely concerned about 
these results, which show that 


young drivers think they are 
being priced off the road 
because of the high cost of 
motor insurance. 

“It is shocking that so many 
young drivers are considering 
breaking the law - by driving 
without insurance or 
changing the details they 
provide to insurers - in order 
to get a cheaper premium.” 

She went on: “It’s revealing 
that most young drivers are 
also unaware that many 
insurers receive referral fees 
in order to deal with claims 
they make. 

“This highlights why the 
committee called for referral 
fees to be made more 
transparent in its report on 
the cost of motor insurance 
earlier this year.” 

Mike Penning, 

parliamentary under¬ 


secretary of state for 
transport, said: “We know that 
the cost of insurance is a 
problem for young drivers. 
That is why we are making 
changes to the driving test to 
make sure it better prepares 
drivers for real life on the 
road, and introducing a new 
'pass plus’ qualification to 
help improve the skills and 
knowledge of young drivers 
so that insurers then have the 
confidence to offer them 
lower premiums. 

“In addition, we have 
introduced a new offence of 
keeping an uninsured 
vehicle, helping us to take 
targeted action against 
uninsured driving, which 
contributes to higher 
premiums.” 

Former Home Secretary 
Jack Straw told the Transport 


Committee that car insurance 
premiums have reached 
“extortionate” levels. 

Mr Straw, the Labour MP 
for Blackburn, said “perfectly 
law-abiding people” in the 
north-west of England were 
being particularly badly hit 
by sky-high insurance costs. 

He told the House of 
Commons Transport 

Committee that some 
involved in the car insurance 
business were “parasites” 
who were engaged in 
“bribery”. 

Mr Straw said: “Claims 
management companies are 
parasitic. In any other walk of 
life, we would describe this 
racket by referral companies 
as bribery. 

“These practices are 
leading to very substantial 
(insurance) increases on law- 
abiding motorists.” 

The development comes as 
a poll by Confused.com 
shows that drivers have been 
lumbered with an average 
year-on-year rise of 12.3 per 
cent in the cost of compre¬ 
hensive motor insurance 
cover: this equates to a £92 
jump in just 12 months. 

This rise of 12.3 per cent 
year-on-year is especially 
significant when compared to 
the Consumer Price Index - a 
measure of inflation - which 
currently stands at 4.5 per 
cent, making the rises in car 
insurance prices almost three 
times as high as inflation in 
the UK. The national average 
comprehensive car insurance 
premium currently stands at 
£843.

MEET the Seat Mii - 
pronounced ‘me’ 
rather than ‘my-ee’ or 
‘me-eye’. 

It’s Seat’s new city car 
that it’s touting as a 
perfect runabout for 
young, sporty types who 
spend a lot of their driving 
time in town. 

Promising “compelling 
practicality”, “exceptional 
driving fun” and “high 
efficiency”, the Mii is 
Seat’s answer to the 
Volkswagen up!, and 
shares its basic platform. 

At just more than 3.5 
metres long it will be sold 
as a three-door to begin 
with, followed by a five- 
door version next year. 

At only 854kg, the Mii is 


one of the lightest

Tyler: I've got the 
stomach for a fight 

TYLER Goodjohn is confident he has the guts to 
succeed in boxing when he makes his return 
next month. 

The unbeaten Wentworth boxer will have his 
first bout for seven months when he fights on 
the undercard of Lee Purdy’s British 
welterweight title defence against Denton 
Vassell at London’s York Hall on November 9. 

He had been scheduled to box last weekend, but 
pulled out after his training was hampered by 
stomach problems. 

Goodjohn said he had fully recovered and been 
given the all-clear to carry on following tests. 
“I’ve been training since the start of June, but I 
had a lot of stomach problems over the 
summer,” he said. “I was just always getting 
bloated. One week I’d be training absolutely fine 
and the next, I’d be suffering and I think a lot of 
it was just the stress caused by training. 

“I had to have a camera put down into my 
stomach, but it’s all okay now and I’ve been fit 
enough to fight for a few weeks now.” 

Goodjohn will make the step up to welterweight 
for his next bout after struggling to make his 
previous 10st limit. 

He said: “It was taking the fun out of it trying to 
get down to light-welter and I felt weaker. 

“Going up that half a stone, I feel a lot stronger. 
I’ve been working hard and eating healthily and 
I’m only two pounds off the weight a month. 

“I could still get down to lOst, but although I’d 
be fine over four or six rounds at that weight, I 
don’t know if I’d have the strength to do 12.” 
Goodjohn, who also has a bout lined up on 
December 3, wants to make a step up in class 
in terms of his opponent for his return. 

He said: “Hopefully I’ll be fighting someone 
who’s undefeated like me. 

“I want someone with a good record rather than 
a journeyman, because although that’s good for 
your first couple of fights for the experience, I 
don’t need that now because I’m sparring 
British champions in the gym.”
